The  shipment  of  cotton  is  one  of 
the  summer  and  fall  relief  objec¬ 
tives  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Wo¬ 
men’s  Missionary  Union,  and  re¬ 
portedly  Is  meeting  a  good  response 
from  women  in  the  South’s  cotton- 
producing  sUtes.  The  cotton  is  pro¬ 
cessed  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Re- 
Uef  Center  in  New  Orleans  for  direct 
shipment  to  Bremen,  Germany, 
where  Baptists  distribute  it  to  the 
neediest  places.

I  remarked.  “Tucker,  you  cannot 
live  in  this  room.  It  has  no  heat, 
no  bath,  no  toilet,” 

His  face  beaming  with  gratitude 
and  consecration,  he  said,  “Dr.  Pul¬ 
ler,  when  we  get  to  Japan  we  shall 
have  no  bath,  no  heat,  no  toilet.  I 
have  the  oil  stove  which  I  will  take 
to  Japan,  an  electric  plate  we  will 
use  In  cooking,  a  galvanized  tub 
which  we  will  use  for  bathing,  and 
the  other  inconveniences  we  are  per¬ 
fectly  willing  to  take.  I  am  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  we  are  in  the  Lord’s 
will.  If  you  will  Just  let  us  have 
this  room,  our  problem  will  be 
solved.” 

As  I  listened  to  him  I  thought 
of  many  thing.  I  thought  of  what 
the  Government  does  for  its  sol¬ 
diers  in  preparing  and  protecting 
them  for  service.  I  also  thought  of 
the  tremendous  amount  of  money 
which  Southern  Baptists  are  spend¬ 
ing  here  and  there.  Without  any 
criticism  In  my  heart  for  any  of 
our  programs  of  expansion,  I  could 
not  keep  from  wondering  If  we  are 
observing  the  law  of  equity  in  the 
use  of  the  money  Ood  has  given  us. 

I  rejoice  in  the  expansion  of  our 
local  church  programs,  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  and  renovation  of  our  meet¬ 
ing  hbuses,  and  In  the  building  ot 
new  churches:  but  I  cannot  keep 
from  wondering  if  we  are  thtnUng 
in  terms  of  an  over  -  all  denomina¬ 
tional  strategy.  Unless  we  have 
trained  preachers  to  serve  as  pas* 
tors  of  these  churches  and  to  go  In 
the  name  of  Christ  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  is  our  mrniey  being  Invested 
In  a  way  to  bring  the  largest  king¬ 
dom  dividends? 

The  Seminary  needs  at  least  aog 
apartment  units  for  married  stu¬ 
dents.  If  we  had  them  right  now,  at 
least  100  couples  would  still  face  the 
necessity  of  finding  living  quarters 
off  campus.

.Good  Suggestions 

Editor  S.  lIT  Jones  of  the  South 
Carolina  Baptist  Courier  offers 
some  good  suggestions  concerning 
the  preparation  of  associational 
programs.  Below  we  quote  at 
length  from  his  recent  editoriaL 
*‘Many  of  our  moderators,  clerks 
and  program  committees,  are  al¬ 
ready  at  work  on  the  programs  for 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  associa¬ 
tions.  For  some  years  we  have  par¬ 
ticipated  in  these  programs  as  mes¬ 
senger,  moderator,  host  pastor,  in¬ 
vited  speaker,  denominational  re¬ 
presentative  and  representative  of 
an  institution;  we,  therefore,  make 
bold  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  and 
friendly  criticisms  of  these  pro¬ 
grams. 

“1.  We  should  remember  that 
these  meetings  are  primarily  for 
business  rather  than  speaking  and 
that,  therefore,  adequate  provision 
ahould  be  made  for  the  proper  and 
deliberate  consideration  of  all  ne¬ 
cessary  business.  We  like  good 
speeches,  long  ones  at  times;  but 
tncsc  are  usually  not  very  appro¬ 
priate  for  associations. 

**2.  So  far  as  possible,  all  causes 
and  agencies  of  our  Baptist  work 
should  be  given  space  on  the  pro¬ 
grams.  There  are,  of  course,  a  lot 
of  extra  interests  that  are  pro¬ 
moted  by  good  people,  some  times 
by  Baptists;  but  these  rarely  de¬ 
serve  time  on  our  associational 
programs.  Some  programs  are 
ruined  by  those  who  beg  for  time 
for  their  special  interests. 

WHEN  TIME  IS  ALLOTTED 
TO  A  GIVEN  CAUSE,  IT  SHOULD 
BE  USED  FOR  THAT  CAUSE.  It 
is  manifested  discourteous  and  un¬ 
ethical  for  a  speaker,  no  matter 
how  important  he  or  the  cause  he 
represents  may  be,  to  encroach 
upon  time  allotted  to  another 
speaker.  We  have  seen  some  great 
and  good  men  commit  this  offense. 

**4,  A  program  that  drags  is  bore- 
some  and  ineffective.  We  should 
have  a  time  schedule  and  go  by  it. 
Moderators  have  a  responsibility 
here,  but  they  must  have  the  co¬ 
operation  of  all  who  take  part. 
Should  not  the  Lord’s  business  be 
carried  on  in  an  efficient  manner? 

We  would  offer  one  other  sug¬ 
gestion:  Do  not  give  much  time  to 


minor  subjects  and  little  time  to 
major  objects.  How  often  have  we 
seen  subjects  of  limited  impor¬ 
tance  given  30  minutes  and  a 
workl-wide  subject  allotted  ten 
minutes,  but  because  others  took 
more  time  than  allowed,  the  ten 
minutes  was  really  five  to  seven 
minutes. 

Our  associations  taken  as  a 
whole  are  more  important  meet¬ 
ings  than  state  or  southwide  meet¬ 
ings.  Let’s  give  them  our  best. 
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FoexJ  For  The  Soul 

In  the  book  of  God,  Christian 
people  find  food  for  their  souls. 
Neglect  of  the  Bible  will  result  in 
lean  spirits. 

While  the  days  are  so  full  from 
dawn  till  night,  people  must  take 
some  time  for  soul  culture.  We 
should  spell  “take”  in  capital  let¬ 
ters.  For  we  can’t  “find  time.”  We 
must  take  time  —  take  time  we 
have  been  using  in  less  essential 
things  — Take  time  off  some  aim¬ 
less  activity.  Use  it  for  the  things 
of  eternity. 

Christians  sometimes  go  off  at 
tangent  on  “recreation.”  While  this 
is  important,  still  it  is  not  vital  and 
essential.  God’s  people  who 
wouldn’t  miss  a  golf  game  Mon¬ 
day,  or  some  fishing  and  hunting 
trips — but  who  w'ill  pass  up  daily 
study  and  prayer  and  meditation 
are  treading  a  thin  crust  on  the 
“slough  of  disaster”  in  their  spiri¬ 
tual  lives. 

God  gave  us  His  book  that  we 
might  study  it  daily  and  “grow  in 
grace  and  in  knowledge”  of  Him. 
After  all,  when  lime  is  no  more, 
what  will  be  important  then?  His 
Word  will  never  pass  away.  Are 
we  short-sighted,  to  put  it  mildly, 
when  we  neglect  the  best  things 
for  the  fleeting?

All  indications  Tnesday  wese  a  more 
sensational  rise  In  food  prices,  parti- 
ealarly  meat,  is  yet  to  come. 

It’s  Coins  Up  More 

Untchers  reported  another  fonr  or 
five  cents  a  ponnd  Increase  ean  be 
expected  in  most  places  within  a  few 
days.  That  Is  becansb  steak  on  the  hoof 


continued  to  break  price  records  at 
several  Mid-Wcot  livestock  markets.  ' 
When  rrocers  refill  thdr  lockers  with 
hlfher-priced  fresh  carcases,  they 
probably  will  add  the  increase  to  the 
enstomer's  bill. 

Washinfton  botchers  said  choice 
steaks  and  roasts  will  (o  as  hifh  as 
91.35  a  ponnd  by  the  end  of  the  week 
because  wholesale  prices  were  boosted 
Tnesday. 

Bntter  prices  were  increasin{  nn- 
reasonaliy.  In  St.  Lonis,  they  pay  97 
cents  for  batter,  np  six  cents.  Portland, 
Ore.,  paid  the  least.  88  cents,  up  three 
cents  since  June. 

Michigan  reported  arerage  retail 
prices  np  5.4  per  cent  from  March  to 
June. 

Motlest,  earnest,  consecrated, 
hard-working  pastors  cannot  ask 
their  churches  for  a  salary  in¬ 
crease.  Nor  should  such  be  nec¬ 
essary.

Nor  can  he  ade<juatedly  pro¬ 
claim  the  Bread  of  Life  if  he  lacks 
the  necessities  of  life  at  home. 

Let  our  churches,  deacons,  or 
finance  committees  take  to  heart 
the  adexiuate  support  of  their  i)as-

We  read  quite  a  story  the  other 
day  which  had  to  do  with  a  farmer 
who  lived  in  New  Jersey.  This  man 
one  day  had  a  rude  awakening  to 
the  fact  that  he  had  robbed  him¬ 
self  of  a  fortune,  all  because  while 
in  his  possession,  he  failed  to  recog¬ 
nize  its  worth.

Jonathan.  Loyal  Friend.  I  Samuel 
18-30;  22;1«-18;  11  Samuel  1:1-27;21:7. 
I.  THE  NEED  FOR  FRIENDS. 

People  are  made  for  one  another, 
■arly  In  the  beginning,  the  Lord 
Ood  said,  “It  is  not  good  that  man 
should  be  sdone’*;  and  this  truth  ap¬ 
plies  not  only  to  the  relationship  of 
marriage  but  to  all  others  of  life. 
Sheer  loneliness  is  well  -  nigh  un¬ 
endurable.  The  labors  of  life  may 
be  performed  with  much  less  of  weari¬ 
ness  and  wear  of  mind  and  body  if  they 
may  be  shared  by  another.  One  true, 
abiding  friend  makes  a  difference 
In  life  so  vast  that  the  man  who 
has  one  has  an  advantage  inestim¬ 
able  over  him  who  has  none. 

It  was  the  greatest  Friend  of  all 
friends  who  said  to  His  disciples, 
“Hence  forth  I  call  you  not  ser¬ 
vants;  for  the  servant  knoweth  not 
what  his  lord  doeth:  but  I  have 
called  you  friends;  for  all  things 
that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father  I 
have  made  known  unto  you’*.  He 
recognized  their  need  of  a  friend, 
not  .  only,  but  He  also  recognized 
His  need  of  them  to  be  friends  unto 
Him. 

Among  all  the  stories  of  faithful 
friendship  that  grace  the  pages  of 
the  world’s  rich  literature,  there  is 
none  finer  than  that  between  David 
and  Jonathan.  And  it  makes  also  a 
great  difference  that  this  story  is  a 
true  one,  and  not  an  imaginative 
one,  as  so  many  others  are.  The 
events  related  In  this  story  of  friend¬ 
ship  happened.  * 

U.  A  LOVE  THAT  KNIT  SOULS  TO¬ 
GETHER.  (I  Samuel  18:1) 

Great  old  Alexander  Whyte  says. 
It  is  strange  that  David  is  spoken 
•f  as  being  the  recipient  of  the 
IsTe  of  numerous  people:  Jonathan, 
(I  Sam.  18:1);  all  Israel,  (I  Sam. 
18:18);  Michal,  Saul's  daughter,  (I 
Sam.  18:20,  28);  the  servants,  (I  Sam. 
18:22),  but  it  is  not  said  anywhere 
that  David  loved  anybody.  Of  course, 
David  did,  but  the  Bible  does  not 
say  so.  David  seems  to  have  been 
the  constant  recipient  of  the  love  of 
other  people,  but  we  are  not  told 
that  he  made  other  people  the  reci¬ 
pients  of  his  love.  It  is  likely  that 
David  was  one  of  those  rare  char¬ 
acters  who  have  the  quality  of  at¬ 
tracting  and  elicitli^  the  love  of 
other  people  with  no  apparent  ef¬ 
fort  on  his  part  to  do  so. 

Now  contrast  this  with  the  case  of 
our  Lord,  of  whom  it  is  written 
that  He  loved  Lazarus  and  Martha 
and  Mary,  the  rich  young  ruler, 
and  any  number  of  others,  but  the 
only  time  it  said  that  anyone  loved, 
or  said  he  loved  Jesus  is  in  the 
final  chapter  of  John’s  gospel,  where 
one  of  His  disciples  declared  his 
love  for  the  Lord  only  after  the 
Lord  had  distinctly  asked  him  wheth¬ 
er  he  loved  Him.  David  in  the  Old 
‘Testament  might  stand  for  man¬ 
kind,  eager  to  be  loved,  while  Christ, 
the  son  of  David,  declares  the 
love  of  Ood  and  the  character  of 
Ood  in  that  he  first  loved  us. 

Knitters  knit  things  of  the  same 
kind;  things  that  are  of  the  same 
substance  and  fiber  and  texture  and 
strength  and  endurance.  Thread  is 
knit  to  thread,  cord  to  cord,  links 


of  chain  to  links  of  chain,  chains 
of  brass  to  chains  of  brass,  chains 
of  gold  to  chains  of  gold,  fibers  of 
soul  to  fibers  of  soul.  Jonathan’s 
soul  was  knit  to  David’s  soul,  and 
souls  knit  together  are  kindred  souls. 
All  his  life  had  Jonathan  waited  for 
David,  his  soul  a-thirst  for  union  with 
David’s  soul.  There  may  be  some 
man  or  woman  who  has  never  met 
the  soul  for  which  his  soul  or  hers 
has  longed,  and  such  man  or  wo¬ 
man  is  not  complete,  no  matter 
how  wide  may  be  the  circle  of  that 
one’s  acquaintance. 

lU.  FRIENDS  GIVE  GIFTS  TO 
FRIENDS.  (I  Sam.  18:4). 

Read  this  verse.  It  sets  forth  a  dis¬ 
tinguishing  characteristic  of  the 
love  that  knits  friend  to  friend. 
First,  Jonathan  and  David  gave  their 
vows  of  friendship  to  each  other.  It 
is  that  they  made  a  covenant,  that 
is,  they  exchanged  pledges  of  friend¬ 
ship.  As  Ood’s  rainbow  is  the  seal 
of  Ood’s  covenant  with  Noah  and 
the  earth,  and  the  waters  of  baptism 
are  the  seal  of  Ood’s  covenant  with 
the  repentant  sinner,  so  were  Jo¬ 
nathan’s  robe  and  his  garments  smd 
his  sword  and  his  bow  and  his 
girdle  the  signs  and  seals  of  the 
covenant  that  he  xnade  with  David 
that  day. 

Just  thus  it  always  is  that  friends 
will  express  the  love  that  knits  them 
to  their  friends.  The  friendship  that 
is  real  will  express  itself  in  deeds 
of  loyalty  to  its  object.  Some  time 
ago  a  man  was  asked,  “Just  how 
did  it  come  about  that  you  were 
chosen  to  occupy  your  present  posi¬ 
tion?’’  “I  should  not  be  surprised  to 
know  that  one  of  the  factors  enter¬ 
ing  in  to  the  invitation  to  me  to 
accept  my  present  position  arose 
from  the  fact  that  I  have  never 
been  able  to  desert  a  friend  in  his 
hour  of  need.” 

IV.  THE  FIRES  THAT  REFINE 
FRIENDSHIP.  ’They  are  the  fires 
of  trouble  and  distress  and  persecu-> 
tlon.  Had  all  the  days  been  fair 
ones  with  no  suspicion  and  Jealousy 
of  David  upon  the  part  of  the  king, 
the  world  might  never  have  known 
the  story  of  this  bond  of  friendship 
that  was  stronger  than  filial  ties 
and  ambition  for  lofty  position.  How 
do  you  know  who  your  real  friends 
are,  among  all  those  who  can  call 
you  by  your  first  name?  If  mis¬ 
fortune  never  cobles  to  your  gate, 
you  may  never  know,  indeed,  but 
and  if  misfortune’s  wintery  blasts 
about  blow,  your  real  friends  will 
then  appear,  and  not  a  doubt  re¬ 
main  as  to  which  are  real  and  which 
are  not.  In  the  fiery  tests  which 
men  are  sometimes  called  upon  to 
endure,  they  have  to  with  pretend¬ 
ed  friends  who  will  stick  and  stand 
by  while  winds  are  favorable,  but 
will  desert  when  they  think  the 
struggle  lost.  The  real  stay  when 
storms  blew  fiercest.

Dr.  Bowen  Resigns 
Jackson  Pastorate 

Accepts  N.  Corolina  Church 


DR.  CLAUD  BOWRN 

Dr.  Claud  Bowen,  pastor  ol  Calvary 
Church.  Jackson,  presented  his  resig¬ 
nation  to  the  church  on  Sunday,  July 
18.  The  church  accepted  the  resigna¬ 
tion,  effective  September  1,  when  Dr. 
Bowen  wUl  take  over  the  pastorate  of 
First  Church,  Greensboro,  North  Caro¬ 
lina. 

Dr.  Bowen  came  to  Jackson  eight 
years  ago  from  Opelika,  Alabama, 
where  he  was  pastor  of  First  Church. 
Previously  he  had  been  educational 
director  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
Richmond,  Va.  He  is  a  native  Mlssls- 
sippian,  bom  in  Winona,  went  to 
school  in  Memphis,  took  his  B.  A.  De¬ 
gree  from  Southwestern  University, 
his  Ph.  M.  and  his  Ph.  D.  from  South¬ 
ern  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky. 

During  the  eight  years  that  Dr.  Bo¬ 
wen  has  been  at  Calvary  Church,  the 
membership  has  Increased  3,069, 
making  the  present  membership  about 
4,000.  Two  additional  buildings  have 
been  erected.  The  educational  annex, 
valued  at  $120,000  is  about  ready  for 
occupancy.  A  lot  has  been  purchased 
on  which  a  new  pastorium  will  be 
erected;  the  old  pastor’s  home  will  be 
used ‘for  additional  space  for  Sunday 
School. 

Dr.  Bowen  will  succeed  Dr.  J.  Clyde 
Turner,  who  has  served  the  First 
Church  for  38  years.  Dr.  Turner  re¬ 
cently  retired  because  of  his  age. 

Dr.  Bowen  has  spoken  to  business 
clubs,  colleges,  hospitsds,  has  served  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Gross  and  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Children’s  Home,  has  been 
chairman  of  the  State  Radio  commit¬ 
tee,  and  It  a  member  of  the  Southwide 
Radio  commission  of  the  Church.  Last 
year  he  served  as  alternate  to  the  con¬ 
vention  preacher  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  In  his  own  church,  he 
has  given  his  strongest  emphasis  to 
evangelism  and  missions. 

Other  accomplishments  under  his 
leadership  are  as  follows:  On  July  3, 
1944,  the  church  paid  the  last  of  a 
$#0,000  bonded  Indebtedness  which  was 
on  the  church  at  the  time  Dr.  Bowen 
came  as  pastor;  a  complete  renovation 
of  buildings  and  pastorium  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  paid  for  In  1945  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $20,000;  an  apartment 
building  adjoining  the  church  pro¬ 
perty  was  purchased  In  April.  1945  at 
a  cost  of  $15,000  and  converted  into  a 
baby  building,  a  new  adult  department 
of  the  Sunday  School  was  organised 
lo  accomodate  the  parents  of  these 
children,  which  now  enrolls  237;  a 
^nlsslon  has  been  established  with  81 
members;  in  June,  1946,  the  church
